Such publication would 
have eliminated misunderstandings which 
nqw exist. The cost of such publication 
would be far less than the expense incidental 
to a special election. And the pr-operty own¬ 
er who finds small time to attend meetings 
of the local boar'd, but who is nevertheless 
vitally interested irr what the board is doing, 
could keep posted in the matter with a few 
minutes’ reading orree every two w-eeks.

An Open Letter to the Voters and Taxpayers of the 

City of Sierra Madre: 


F'or the past several months residents of this city have 
been leu to believe, by certain interests, that their rights 
nave been or are about to be grossly abused by ourselves 
ui our oiticial capacities as councilmen of the City of 
iiierra Madre. A great many mis-statements have been 
made, some of them perhaps unintentionally, but at any 
I ate, a great deal of personal abuse has been heaped upon 
the neail.s of the undersigned in the carrying out of the 
organized campaign to create in the minds of the voters 
some possible leason tor the removal oi ourselves from 
office. 

In the belief that the average American citizen thinks 
for himaclf and believes in fair play, we have given little 
serious consideration lo these chargs and accusations. How¬ 
ever, those who oppose us have, through their campaign, 
made it possible tor an official recall election to be direct¬ 
ed against us. 

We might have availed ourselves of the many legal 
opportunities open to us to have avoided or delayed this 
election, but as it has always been our purpose to abide by 
the wishes of the people we serve, we deemed, it only fair 
lo all parties concerned to give the voters of Sierra Madre 
an opportunity lo either condemn our official acts or to 
e.xpress confidence in our sincerity of purpose, and we were 
glad of the opportimity to promptly call this election. 

During the period of this unfair campaign, we have made 
no particular effort to defend our actions, but we believe 
the lime has now arrived when we are justified in making 
a plain statement of our position with reference lo the 
issue involved. 

1 lie lir.st signer of this statement has been a member ot 
tile Board of Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre for two 
year.-.', while the second' signer has held a similar position 
for three years; and it may be interesting to the voters 
to know that during all that time we have never received 
one cent of conipen.satioii directly or indirectly for our 
.services. We point with some pride to the civic accom¬ 
plishments which have taken place during our tenure of 
office and cite as a few concrete examples of improve¬ 
ments: Our city hall, our parks, our fire department, our 
police department, our water system, including the Grove 
Street reservoir, and the municipal swimming pool which 
will soon be in operation. 

We are both heavy taxpayers in this city and, therefore, 
in our every official act, we have asked no one to do that 
which we ourselves were unwilling to do. 

It is interesting to note the grounds upon which our 
opponents seek our recall and we quote from the official 
petitions the only charge made against us, as follows: 
"In the performance of his official duties as a member of 
sail! Board of Trustees he has flagrantly disregarded the 
wishes of a majority of the voters and taxpayers of said 
city and has acted arbitrarily and against the wishes of 
a majority of said voters and taxpayers and against the 
the best interests of the city and its voters and taxpayers 
rciinrdin;/ proponed p-iiWic improvements." 

It will be noted that these charges are not based on any 
official action that we have already taken, but rather to 
some indefinite possible action that we may take on "pro¬ 
posed public improvements." Probably never before in the 
Slate of California has an attempt been made to recall a 
public official for something he has not already done, but 
in fear of something that he may do. 

We have alway.s a.ssiimed and shall continue to take the 
position that in our official capacities we represent all of 
the people. The group which seeks our recall has indi¬ 
cated that they are opjH'scd to a permanent plan of im- 
pnivcment of our main thoroughfare Central Avenue. 
They have stated that they advocate that vVest Central 
Avenue be left in its present highly un.satisfactory condi¬ 
tion and that East Central Avenue be continued in its 
present narrow width and that it be merely resurfaced and 
tlic crown of the street flattened out. An admittedly tem¬ 
porary remedy of a situation that in our opinion should 
he considered from the standpoint of its relationship to the 
future f/roieth, development and prosperity of the entire 
city of Sierra Madre. 


We do not question the right of these people lo set forth 
tneir personal Uesires or ideir reconimenuations in tne 
iiiatiei, and we are giau lo give tnem lull consideration, 
out wnen luey seeK to make it appear that they represent 
tne Uesire ot a majority of the taxpayers of this city we 
are loatu lo believe Uiat such is tne case. In fact, we nave 
evciy reason to believe that a majority of the voters of 
tuis city do not tavor such a temporary arrangement and 
Lual luey do believe that the time nas arriveu m tne 
an airs oi tins city when our main street should be per¬ 
manently improved, to the end that Sierra Madre may, at 
least, keep pace with its sister cities, with whom it is in 
iiirect, although friendly, competition. 

f'erhaps we are mistaken in this matter, and if so we 
will giauiy admit the tact, but we believe that the situa- 
iioii IS one which should be thoroughly understood by 
everyone before any definite conclusions are reached. We, 
as well as iw'o other members of the Board of Trustees, 
ueiieved that it would be an injustice to the voters if we 
did not secure complete information concerning the cost 
ot improving Central Avenue lo a width of SO feet as well 
as bo feet, knowing that there are many who tavor the 
sO-foot width. To that end it had been our intention to 
present all of the facts and figures from authoritative 
sources in counecluDn with the proposed improvement ot 
Central Avenue. 

However, bearing out our contention that a majority 
does not tavor a make-shift improvement of our main 
street, there has recently been organized in this city the 
Progressive Civic League which is sponsored by reputable 
citizens and property owners. This group takes the same 
position in the matter as do we—that all phases of the 
proposed proposition, with special reference as to cost and 
efiecl upon the community as a whole should be given to 
the public.and we understand this group intends to pre¬ 

sent all of the facts and figures to the voters of the city 
that they may become thoroughly familiar with it. Under 
this plan, the individual may decide in his own mind, based 
on the merits of the various propositions, just what he 
deems it advisable for the city to do in this matter. 

Again we reiterate that it has always been and always 
will be our desire to abide by the wishes of a majority of 
the voters of this city and when an •pportunity has been 
given for a proper presentation of the entire matter, in¬ 
cluding the reconmiendations of those who are now seeking 
our recall, we shall find a method of securing an indication 
of the people's desires in this matter and shall be glad to 
abide by that decision in our official actions. 

We have no apologies to offer for any official action on 
our part during the years we have held office. Our every 
act has been based ui>on a deep and sincere desire to do 
the best possible for the interests of all taxpayers and 
voters in the city of Sierra Madre. Perhaps we have made 
mistakes and no doubt some of our actions have not met 
with the entire approval of our constituents, but we believe 
that an analysis of our records will show no glaring de¬ 
fects nor serious errors. 

We have tried to be useful citizens to the community we 
serve. Our own resources have been placed where we 
deemed they might be of a benefit to the city. We have 
given our time and effort without any thought of com¬ 
pensation other than the satisfaction of knowing that we 
have done our besL 

If we are honest with ourselves, we must' admit that it 
has grieved us to be subjected to this unfair attack of a 
recall election, after years of honest and conscientious 
effort. It is our purpose to carry on a dignified, open and 
above-hoard fight against this insidious recall weapon, in 
the belief that the voters of this city, of which we are all 
so proud, are gocid Americiuis and as such bellt've in the 
principle of fair play. With that thought, we submit our 
records to the thinking citizens of Sierra Madre in the full 
belief that they w-ill not be misled.
